Shovel and Ax 


Must Be In Kit 


of All Campers 


Every camping party intending to 


stay overnight or longer in the An- 
geles forest must carry a shovel with 
a blade not smaller than six inches 
wide and with a thirty-inch handle, 
as well as an ax, not smaller than 
what is designated in trade as "a 
boy's ax," it was revealed Tuesday 
night at the monthly meeting of the 
Angeles Torest Protective associa- 
tion at Glendora. 


Supervisor George Cecil, federal 


administrator of the forest reserve, 
aud County Fire Warden Spence 
Turner both emphasized this new 
state law, and declared that it will 
be rigidly enforced. The forest sup- 
ervisor and fire warden also issued 
a statement that every man camp- 
ing in the forest reserve will be call- 
ed upon among the first to aid in 
suppressing any fire. The men actual- 
ly in the 'canyons at that time will 
constitute the "first line of de- 
fense," they said. 


Discussion was made thoroughly of 


the fire in Live Oak canyon above 
Claremont a few days ago, when 800 
acres of brush cover was burned, 
costing the county $5,500 for men 
and material alone. This fire was 
suppressed by prompt effort,, it was 
disclosed at the meeting. The moot- 
ing of the association was attended 
by forty-five men from all communi- 
ties along the foothills, anol steps 
were taken to further '' tighten up'' 
the fire-fighting organization during 
the danger penod.

Engineers From 


Over World to 


Study Big Dam 


'Modern Irrigation," a monthly 


magazine of applied hydraulics which 
circulates throughout the east and 
southwest, speaking editorially in its 
June issue, of the San Gabriel dam, 
says: 


"The engineer as well as the lay- 


man must thrill from a reading of 
the plans for the construction of the 
San Gabriel dam, Los Angeles coun- 
ty's great flood control project, and 
from the ensuing realization that 
this structure of concrete will be the 
greatest thing of its kind ever erect- 
ed by man. 


"Someone with a flair for figures 


has drawn a few interesting compar- 
isons that bring to mind rather vivid- 
ly the hugeness of this Southern Cal- 
ifornia project. The concrete in the 
dam will, we learn, be nearly five 
times that of any dam ever con- 
structed and will exceed the combin- 
ed concrete in Arrow Bock, Exche- 
quer, Elephant Butte, New Croton, 
Roosevelt, Don Pedro and Melones 
dams. 


"It is rather surprising to learn, 


too, that the San Gabriel dam will 
contain nearly five times the con- 
crete that is contained in the As- 
souan dam in Egypt, and will lack 
only thirty feet of the height of 
the largest pyramid in Egypt. 


"The 
excavation alone, we are 


told, will require the removal of 
over a million and a quarter yards 
of earth and rock sufficient to ex- 
cavate an irrigation canal 20 feet 
bottom, 10 feet deep -and 25 miles 
long. To pour the gigantic volume 
of concrete will take over three 
years at three times the present rec- 
ord of pouring. To accomplish all 
this will necessitate the construction 
of a .plant costing nearly two million 
dollars and will require a camp of 
1500 or .more men. Tho works will 
resemble a good-sized town. The es- 
timated cost of the dam is in excess 
of $25,000,000.

Officials of the California Fruit 


Growers' Exchange, district manag- 
ers of the exchange, and representa- 
tives of the United States bureau of 
markets say that the setting of cit- 
rus fruit is markedly off this sum- 
mer, but that a fairly accurate esti- 
mate of the probable crop cannot be 
made before September, next, be- 
cause at an earlier date the fruit 
is not large enough to permit a fair 
estimate. 


Experts say that the long spell of 


cool, cloudy weather early in the 
spring held back the normal bloom- 
ing season a matter of four or five 
weeks, and that hot days in May, 
while the late bloom was setting, 
caused a lot of sets to fall 
off. 


"June drop" has manifested itself 
strongly in some districts, and red 
spider has hurt the crop in some lo- 
calities,. 


The navel crop generally made a 


light, set. However, it is expected 
that the size will run large, because 
of the small amount of fruit on the 
tree. The tonnage, it is asserted, 
•might easily be close to normal, be- 
cause of large sizes, but as a rule 
large oranges create quite a market- 
ing problem, because medium sizes 
are more popular. The Valencia set- 
ting, which was later than the navel, 
is spotty. The Valencia crop, which 
is now being shipped, is generally 
good. In Orange county, the home 
of the Valencia, a record crop is re- 
ported. About a third of this has 
been packed and shipped. 


The wrango outlook in Tulave coun- 


ty, which has the earliest fruit in 
the state, is reported to be about 
the poorest in the entire orange em- 
pire. Some official estimates are to 
the effect that Tulare 'county's or- 
ange crop will probably be about 50 
per cent, but others believe the aver- 
age for the county will run higher

What is so rare ns a frost in June? 


On the 27th of June it was cold,'and 
to be comfortable one needed fire. 
I did not see it, but they sny that iu 
the low .places there was frost. On 
this July clay -there is no complaint 
along those lines and I am more than 
pleased that It is hot.

Philadelphia is worth more time 


than we were able to give it. This 
is true of a lot of places. At Wash- 
ington we hired a driver and were 
able to <make the most of our brief 
stay. I was surprised to know how 
far "Cal" lives from his work—al- 
most two miles. The White House 
lawn is all one could expect. In no 
other place do they make money as 
fast as they do in Washington. Sen- 
ators get the habit of buying swell 
homes in Washington and continuing 
to live there even after they lose 
their job, and our own dear Hiram 
is about seven miles out on a mag- 
nificent estate. As we are not on 
visiting terms I did not motor out 
to his place. It is a great place and 
I would not mind having my name 
in the directory if I had access to 
one of the good-paying jobs they 
hand out to the faithful. 


From Washington we traveled to 


Fredrick, the birthplace of Francis

from the window on that day the 
Rebels marched through, the town on 
they way to invade the north.

When that 
happens I am wondering what will 
become of them. Their cheap power 
is offset by their vigorous winters 


' and living expenses. Folks say to 


me, "I would like to go to California 
if living expenses were not so high." 
and go to the market and buy can- 
taloupes, lettuce, oranges, lemons and 
all kinds of garden truck from Cali- 
fornia, and I am sure eggs, poultry 
and meats are cheaper there than in 
the east. Folks are finding this out 
and Florida sure pruned this coun- 
try.I thought I remembered what hot 
nights were like, but I had forgot- 
ten. From frost or near frost to 97 
.in less than a week is quite a change. 


We are hitting back for tho "only 


country" tomorrow. "It is a right 
smart drag, but I allow if we whip 
up we will make it mighty quick."

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Airplane Control of Forest Fires— 


An airplane .is useful in spotting mountain fires and 


reporting them, but at "present its usefulness does not go 
beyond this service. 


There must be landing places, many of them, establish- 


ed in the incmntain area, in order that these planes may 
land crews of men near the scene of the fire. One airplane, 
making several trips, will land more fire fighters where 
they can do the most good than a hundred trucks, and the 
element of precioiis time enters into the fight with some 
degree of chance for the fire-fighters to win. A crew of' 
men, marched up a cayon, climbing mountain country labor- 
iously, weighed down by fire-fighting plunder, not only is 
sometimes a day or two days getting to the scene of con- 
flagration, but they are almost "completely worn out and 
useless when they arrive. In the meantime, the fire that 
was small when reported has spread over hundreds of acres 
of watershed. 


There are many natural places in the mountains where 


landing places can be made at comparatively small cost. 
"V^ith contracts executed with commercial aviation compan- 
ies in all parts of Southern California, the county and state 
and the nation would be in a position to pour men into the 
fire zone and actually stop a small fire before it gets to be 
a big one. It is a forlorn fact that no conflagrations in our 
mountain area have been conquered by man-power, as yet. 
They always burn themselves out. It is time to make a 
definite move for airplane stations in our .watershed.

Ben F. Thorpe, who, with Mrs. 


Thorpe, is touring the European con- 
tinent, has written the editor of the 
Argus the following letter: 
Dear Louie: 
. Here we are in dear, gay old Pa- 
ree—just as brilliant and gay as 
evor—only more so. Describe it in 
words? Impossible. 


We are domiciled in a lovely little 


hotel just across the Seine on the 
edge of the Latin quarter and five 
minutes walk from the Louvre art 
gallery . What a treasure of history 
on all sides—the Arch do Triumph, 
the Place des Concord, the Rue de 
Kivoli with its shops full of bait for 
the American tourists, the- Eiffel tow- 
er, the Notre Dame cathedral, the 
Seine and its lovely bridges and full 
of excursion steamers, and the boule- 
vards filled from curb to curb with 
automobiles that know no speed or 
traffic regulations. The lovely trees 
on the avenues and boulevards are 
full of green verdure. Parks and 
lovely gardens everywhere. 


Why do Americans come to Paris? 


Why? Come and see. No one could 
explain in a letter, and we are as 
strongly gripped in its charms as if 
it were our first trip. 


One night we do the Follies Ber- 


gere, the

place of Paris, and the costumes 
(and 
lack of costumes) are gorgeous 


beyond description, and who ever 
conceived such scenic effects? An- 
other night to the Moulin Rouge or 
Red Mill, where we see still more 
girls and music and marvelous cos- 
tumes and wonderful dances. We say 
"Attaboy!" Tonight we have tick- 
ets to the Royal Opera House to hear 
"Sampson and Delilah." This fore- 
noon wo hnve spent three hours ad- 
miring and studying our favorite 
painters in the Louvre. Yesterday 
we were there three hours and two 
the day before, and so the time flies 
swiftly along. 


The French are courteous and con- 


genial to us. A smile and a pleasant 
word is all they ask, and give your 
taxi driver a 2 franc tip (8 cents) 
and he will tip his hat with a Louis 
XIV bow. Argue with the driver 
and you will get all the grief you 
wish. 


The city is full of Americans. You 


see them in droves, following a guide 
hrough the Louvre, looking at 'the 
world's masterpieces with a side 
glance, and away to see something 
else, all in high gear. We come along 
and take our time to study and ad- 
nire the paintings of Leonadri de 
Vinci, Raphael, Rubens, Rembrandt 
mid others. One or two hours a day 
is all one can properly do at any 
jallery. 
There are 
thousands of 


[>aintinga and statues. 


One afternoon we prowled along 


the old book stalls on the Seine that 
have been right here for over 200 
years, and such crowds pouring over 
the old books, prints and magazines! 


We eat at. the French restaurants 


and hotels and pass by the ones with 
"English spoken" on the windows, 
but we did get one good American 
dinner at Elsa Lea place, owned by 
a girl from San Francisco who is 
making a big success over here. 


And this is Paris!

Ban Gabriel dam is located in Los

city of Los Angeles. It is the largest 
of a group of flood control dams con- 
structed and under construction for 
the Los Angeles county flood tontrol 
district, arid it is several times larger 
than the largest dams of any service 
or character in the world.

ya»4> °* concrete. The dam will rise 
•to a noight-of 438 feet ufeoVe founda- 
tions, or 378 feet above stteain.-betl, 
will be 2,200 feet in its span across 
the canyoa, and will retain 180,000 
acre feet of water at capacity, or 
58,053,000,000 gallons, creating a 
lake with a shore-line around of over 
thirty miles.

The paramount purpose of the dam 


is to control the peak floods that 
have annually caused serious <lamage 
to some of the most valuable fruit 
and agricultural lands of the state, 
lying in what is known as the San 
Gabriel valley, a veritable orange 
and walnut empire.

3,000 employes and families will be 
created at the. damnify;, with schools 
churches, sanitation sySFe'tti, "electri- 
cally lighted streets and all modern 
necessities.

its height to H78 feet above stream- 
bed, to hold 180,000 acre feet instead 
of the estimated 240,000 acre feet in 
the original plans. 


The board' did not consider any 


protests, however, and will consider 
the matter some future time if in 
written form, Chairman McClellan 
said.
